To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Fannington  qnalified 
to  vote  in  town  affairs : 

Yon  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  said 
Farmington  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  legal  voters  of  the 
town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  moderator  at  regular 
town  meetings  to  require  that  the  voting,  touching 
any  question  where  an  appropriation  of  public  money 
is  involved,  shall  be  by  yes  and  no  ballots. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  money  received  from  the  state  to  the  town  cur- 
rent expense  fund. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  to  defraj^  the  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  make  appropriation  for  the  same. 

Article  4.  (By  petition)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of  money  necessary 
to  secure  state  aid  for  the  permanent  improvement 
of  highways.  Chapter  35,  Laws  of  1905;  and  that  the 
same  be  expended  on  the  main  road  leading  from 
Farmington  to  AVolfeboro. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  amount  of  mone}'  necessars"  to  secure 
the  state  portion  of  the  maintenance  fund. 
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Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  on  a  hundred  of  valuation  for  the  repairs 
and  improvement  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  hire  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  debt  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  raise  and  aj)- 
propriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  building 
and  repairing  concrete  sidewalks. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  in  exterminat- 
ing moths. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  surety 
bond  for  its  clerk  and  treasurer. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  to  Carlton  Post,  G.  A.  R., 
to  be  used  for  Memorial  day  purposes,  May  30,  1927. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  improvement 
of  Fernald  park. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  toAvn  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  and  im- 
provement of  Edgerly  park  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
that  said  appropriation  be  intrusted  to  the  Farm- 
ington  Woman's  Club  to  be  expended  for  that  pur- 
l^ose. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secure 
state  aid  in  exterminating  the  white  pine  blister. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  special  action  the  town  wishes 
to  take  in  regard  to  bridges. 

Article  16.  (By  request)  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  band 
concerts  to  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
selectmen  may  deem  suitable  and  appropriate. 
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Article  1 7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  snni  of  money  to  be  expended  in  observ- 
ing Old  Home  Week. 

Article  18.  To  see  what  snm  of  money  the  town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  snpport  of  the 
pnblic  library. 

Article  19  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  secnre 
the  state  portion  of  the  maintenance  fund  for  state 
aid  highways. 

Article  20.  (By  request)  To  see  what  action  the  town 
wishes  to  take  in  regard  to  using  trucks  on  our  high- 
ways ;  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

Article  21.  To  choose  one  selectman  for  three  years,  a 
town  clerk,  a  town  treasurer  and  all  other  necessary 
officers  and  agents  for  the  year  ensuing.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  AND  TAXPAYERS 
OF  FARMINGTON,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
In  submitting  our  annual  report  for  the  year  just 
ended,  it  is  our  privilege  to  address  the  citizens  and  tax- 
payers again  on  subjects  that  in  our  opinion  vitally  con- 
cern their  welfare.  In  handling  the  affairs  of  the  town 
which  you  intrnsted  to  us  we  see  our  dut5%  not  only  in 
the  matter  of  giving  our  best  and  most  conscientious 
judgment,  but  in  pointing  out  to  our  constituency  what- 
ever comes  before  us,  as  gained  from  experience.  It  is 
obvious,  from  close  contact  with  the  operation  of  various 
departments,  that  we  should  be  able  to  see  the  weakness 
or  strength  of  certain  features  that  enter  into  results, 
which,  incidentally,  are  expenses,  eitlier  remote  or  im- 
mediate. And  it  is  with  this  idea  uppermost  in  mind 
that  we  shall  offer  herewith  sucli  recommendations  as 
we  believe  to  be  for  the  common  good.  Moreover,  we 
take  the  liberty  of  saying  here  and  now  that  the  old- 
fashioned  conce]>tion  of  economy,  whicli  was  nothiug 
more  or  less  tlian  makeshift  devices  to  insure  immediate 
futures,  can  no  longer  be  entertained  as  a  good  business 
policy,  but  that  the  new  and  broader  conception  of  ecou- 
omy,  which  regai'ds  public  benefits  in  the  group,  as  de- 
termined by  i)ublic  demands,  aud  the  costs  mauaged 
by  foresight,  is  the  only  logical  economy  of  today.  To 
illustrate  this,  may  we  take  the  instance  of  our  new  town 
tractor?  It  is  a  piece  of  modern,  heavy  machinery,  yet 
withal  it  stands  for  one  of  tlie  econouiies  of  the  i)resent 
day,  as  measured  by  public  demand.     If  we  are  to  in 
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stall  snch  a  piece  of  machinerj^  and  endeavor  to  practice 
old-fashioned  economy  by  neglecting  onr  bridges  we  are 
bound  to  tind  onr  miscalculation  will  bring  expensive 
accidents  and  perhaps  any  nnmber  of  experiences  that 
assess  disproi)ortionate  costs  on  the  town.  This  is  an 
outstanding  example,  but  one  of  many  that  might  be 
cited  to  show  the  reasoning  mind  that  economy  today  is 
more  emphatic  of  consistencj^  and  not  makeshift, 
patched-up  devices  to  stall  off  inevitable  consequences. 
However,  we  have  come  to  a  point  where  our  present 
e(pupment  is  nearly  equal  to  supplying  the  public  de- 
mand, as  it  is  measured  by  the  status  of  our  community. 
Now  it  seems  we  can  reasonably  begin  to  curtail  on  ap- 
l)ropriations  for  new  equipment  and  apply  the  money  we 
raise  to  maintaining  our  present  system  and  paying  on 
our  debt.  Your  board  of  selectmen  are  among  your  tax- 
l^ayers  and  share  with  their  towuspeople  the  belief  that 
in  measuring  onr  expenses  for  the  coming  year  a  scale 
shonld  be  applied  that  will  not  increase,  but  rather-  de- 
crease our  tax  rate,  if  ])ossible.  On  the  other  hand, 
liowever  carefully  these  things  are  surveyed,  circnm- 
stances  are  bound  to  come  up  and  assess  extra  costs  for 
the  taxpayers  lo  back  np.  The  past  year,  for  instance, 
Ave  have  been  called  upon  to  defend  the  abandonment  of 
onr  railroad,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  .f2,000,  and  to  purchase 
onr  tractor,  at  an  ex])ense  of  |5,i50,  for  both  of  which 
items  the  town  voted  itself  in  debt  by  ordering  ns  to 
hire  the  money.  We  further  have  been  obliged  to  ]»nild 
a  place  to  house  the  tractor  at  a  cost  of  |300.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  new  bridge  on  the  Valley  road  was 
over  run  because  of  the  very  justifiable  demand  of  the 
citizens  living  in  that  locality  that  the  bridge  provide  a 
sidewalk  to  protect  the  school  children  and  other  pedes- 
trians from  automobile  traffic  that  crosses  this  structure. 
We  have  installed  a  new  boiler  in  the  opera  house,  and 
on  notification  from  the  board  of  health  "to  do  away 
with  the  old  toilets  in  the  rear  of  the  building,''  new  ones 
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have  been  substituted  at  a  cost  of  |1,133.  The  police 
department  has  been  more  expensive  than  formerly,  and 
the  cost  of  maintaining  our  poor  and  needy  the  past 
year  is  |1, 372.2.'),  nearly  double  the  previous  year's  tig- 
ures.  Such  items  cannot  be  anticipated  at  the  outset 
when  approi)riatious  are  voted,  but  eventually  have  to 
be  taken  care  of  out  of  tlie  money  raised  from  taxes. 

Quoting  from  our  report  hist  year,  let  us  say:, 
"If  you  vote  to  hire  money  you  run  the  town  in  debt. 
If  you  vote  unnecessary  appropriations  you  increase  your 
tax  rate."  With  this  in  mind,  let  us  say:  We  have 
been  going  along  from  year  to  year  too  much  on  the 
credit  plan;  liiring  money  for  appropriations.  Now  let 
us  pay  for  what  Ave  get  and  not  get  anything  we  do  not 
need.  We  have  always  endeavored  to  pay  something  on 
the  debt  when  the  money  hired  for  appropriations  has 
not  prevented,  but  tliis  year  the  expense  of  items  hereto- 
fore enumerated  has  put  aside  this  purpose.  Again  our 
bridges  tliat  were  not  taken  under  special  consideration 
at  the  town  meeting  have  cost  us  about  .14,000.  The 
tractor,  of  course,  has  in  good  part  made  this  necessary, 
and  the  condition  of  our  bridges  was  one  thing  that 
prompted  us  to  make  objection  to  its  purchase.  The 
High  street  bridge  collapsed  and  we  replaced  it  with  a 
new  one  and  now  have  a  structure  that  will  hold  ten  or 
fifteen  tons  and  is  good  for  ten  or  twelve  years.  The 
AVatson  bridge  went  down  and  we  had  to  rebuikl  it. 
Other  bridges  have  been  overhauled  and  new  stringers 
put  in  and  planked  over.  There  remain  six  uiore  bridges 
that  must  be  overliauled  before  it  will  be  safe  for  the 
tractor  to  cover  the  entire  circuit  of  the  town's  liighway 
system.  These  bridges  are  on  the  cross  roads,  yet  tlie 
taxpayers  in  these  outside  districts  desire  good  roads  as 
well  as  the  villagers  and  are  eutitled  to  them,  as  they 
pay  their  share  of  the  costs.  Our  highways  have  been 
ke|)t  in  very  good  condition,  except  one  or  two  sections 
where  they  have  been  subjected  to  extreuiely  hard  usage 
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by  heav^'  trucking;  but  the  old  line  dirt  roads  need  con- 
stant care  to  keep  them  passable.  Onr  trnnk  line  high- 
way will  have  to  be  rebnilt  in  some  of  the  older  places, 
as  it  is  getting  very  rongh.  However,  with  the  tractor 
and  proper  machinery  it  can  be  accomplished  at  abont 
tAvo-thirds  the  cost  of  the  old-fashioned  way. 

In  concluding,  we  wish  to  say  that  the  foregoing 
expresses  onr  opinion,  as  well  as  serving  as  a  concise 
summary  of  the  work  to  which  we  have  given  attention 
the  past  year  and  in  which  we  have  been  loyally  support- 
ed by  the  taxpayers  and  citizens  of  Fannington.  Furth- 
er Ave  may  allude  to  this  foreAvord  as  the  general  survey 
of  this  report  in  which  may  be  found  the  correct  account- 
ing for  all  items.
